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The Opening Day of Needham B. Broughton 
High School 


Early Tuesday morning, September 3, 1929, a school bell heralded the official 
opening of the new Raleigh high school. One of the city’s most beautiful pieces 
of architecture, this new school was situated on the crest of a hill, overlooking 
the city of Raleigh. The morning sun fell upon its high turrets as countless 
students and teachers hurried about inside the building. 


Confusion reigned supreme. Girls in short, long-waisted dresses and boys in 
starched, high-collared shirts (typical “first day of school’ outfits) searched 
for their classrooms. They wandered down the long corridors that still reeked 
with the odors of wax and fresh paint. 


No classes met on this eventful opening day; however, the faculty was given 
the ‘once over” by the students, and everyone was satisfied with their new 
“educators-to-be.” With Mr. Paul S. Daniel, the former principal of the Junior 
High School, as the new principal, everything seemed to be in very competent 
hands. 


Landscaping and grading were still badly needed on the grounds; and inside, 
no linoleum protected the floors, The clock tower had no clock, only a cavernous 
hole which was intended to hold the timepiece. No desks, books, chairs, or 
typewriters were available. 


In spite of the many inconveniences and the confusion of this opening day, 
no one seemed to lose the enthusiasm and the school spirit which pervaded 
throughout the new building. This same spirit has lasted throughout its 
twenty-five years.

In 1928 construction was begun on a building, designed by William Henley 
Dietrick, an adaptation of Renaissance architecture, occupying a ten-acre 
knoll on the Smallwood property on Saint Mary’s Street. 


Because of various delays during the year of construction, the school was 
not ready for occupancy when the fall term began in 1929. There was no 
linoleum on the ficors and only a hole in the tower for the clock. Work was 
necessary during school hours in order to complete the building and students 
were always ready with various comments. “When do we eat?” was heard when 
the cafeteria was flooded, but food was served in the unfinished auditorium. On 
December 13, the auditorium, with seating capacity of 1,500, was ready for 
student assembly. In 1930 the building was completed. 


Not until the close of the first year was the school known other than the 
New High School of West Raleigh. At this time the building was named in 
memory of Needham B. Broughton. The name was suggested by Mr. C. B. 
Edwards, a business associate in Edwards and Broughton Printing Company. 
Mr. Edwards wrote, “I respectfully suggest that it be named the Broughton 
High School for Needham B. Broughton who served on the school committee 
for many years and who did faithful work as long as he was on it. I know him 
and associated with him in boyhood and was in business with him for about 
forty years. I do not think there is a man in Raleigh who helped more young 
people and did more for the upbuilding of our city and its pubhe institutions 
according to his means.” Mr. Edwards’ suggestion was accepted by the public 
thus naming one of the South’s most beautiful schools, Needham B. Broughton 
High School. 





The year 1929 was a year of beginnings. For many of the citizens of the 
United States it was the beginning of a period of great despair and poverty, the 
beginning of the worst depression in American history. For us 1929 marks 
another beginning: the birth of our school. In September of that year Needham 
Broughton High School opened its doors, and for the first time heard echoing 
through its corridors the laughter and voices of boys and girls. Today the 
students of Needham Broughton High School are pausing to look back at that 
year, and the years that followed in commemoration of our school’s 25th 
anniversary.

Leon Gordon Chadwick II 


At Needham Broughton High School, Gordon was 
an active participant in many school functions. While 
in the Student Council, Gordon held the position of 
Vice-President and Repre- 
sentative while also serving 
on the Executive and Class 
Councils and as the Home- 
room President. In addition 
to his leadership roles, Gor- 
don also found time to be in- 
volved in committees such 
as School Store, Sports, 
Spirit, Standards and Mono- 
gram Club. Gordon, model- 
ing the all-around cool guy, 
joined the football and track 
team and was soon known as Mr. Sports Committee 
for his contributions to the athletics program. 
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Although many of Gordon’s fellow classmates also 
served in Vietnam, he was the only one not to return 
home. Gordon, became an Eagle Scout and received 
the God and Country Award. In honor of his many 
contributions to the Hayes Barton United Methodist 
Church, a scholarship was created in his name along 
with a tribute in the church’s book of memories, ac- 
cording to Burley Mitchell. Gordon attended NC 
State and then transferred to the University of North 
Carolina to take a Naval Reserve Officer Training 
Corps Scholarship. He was the battalion command- 
er of the Navy Reserve Officer Training Corps unit. 
After graduating, Gordon went on to continue his 
military training in Quantico, VA, in the summer of 
1963 as a Second Lieutenant and First Platoon Com- 
mander, recalls Ronald Zobenica. His sister, Re- 
becca Chadwick, remembers that Gordon aspired to 
become a pilot, and in early 1964, he advanced on to 
pre-flight and primary flight training in Pensacola, 
FL, 


On Dec. 5, 1964, Gordon was promoted to First 
Lieutenant and from there he was deployed to Viet- 
nam. On October 22, 1967, Gordon’s helicopter was 
shot down while on a strafing run in Quang Nam, 
South Vietnam. He and two other men, Daniel Ben- 
net and Rodolfo Gonzalez, were killed during Opera- 
tion SHASTA while covering for an ambushed team 


of rifleman being picked up by helicopter trans- 
ports. He continued to lead the attack firing rock- 
ets and machine guns into a large Viet Cong force 
until all ground forces were safe before being shot 
down. At the age of 26, Captain Leon Gordon 
Chadwick III died honoring the Marine Code of 
never leaving any man behind. Gordon was award- 
ed the Distinguished Flying Cross, Purple Heart, 
National Defense Service Medal, Vietnam Service 
Medal, Republic of Vietnam Campaign Service 
Medal, 13 Air Medals and posthumously received 
the Silver Star. He served three years in Vietnam 
with the Marine Observation Squadron 6 Marine 
Aircraft Group 36 Ist Marine Air Wing “Knights of 
Sylvester”. 


Gordon was remembered by his close friend Ron- 
ald “Zeb” Zobenica as “handsome, aristocratic, 
athletic, confident, and proper with a soft south- 
ern accent right out of Gone With the Wind. His 
childhood classmate, Randle Carpenter, recalls that 
“Gordon told us on multiple occasions that he was 
going to join the army, learn to fly and die in com- 
bat. We have taken consolation in the fact that Gor- 
dan lived just the life he wanted and died not nec- 
essarily for some greater national cause, but doing 
what he knew he could and should, trying his best 
to save those around him.” 

Fellow Marine Victor Britt painted a picture of 
Gordon 8 final mission for Perspectives. 


Gordon knew there were a lot of bad guys where he 
was going, and that his helicopter would be recog- 
nized as a gunship. He knew the VC’s guns would 
be trained on him from the moment he came into 
view, because he was trying to kill them. Gordon’s 
approach speed to the target would have been less 
than 100 mph. His course would have been fairly 
steady, which makes your shooting more accurate. 
But a helicopter is a big target, and a steady course 
makes it easier for the VC to shoot you. Gordon 
would have seen the flashes from the guns that 
were shooting at him, and he had nothing to hide 
behind. Gordon received the Silver Star for his ac- 
tions, and he was a first lieutenant at the time. In 
1996, the Marine Corps was pretty conservative 
about giving out medals, and they didn’t toss the 
Silver Star around just because you happened to 
die, and certainly not to lieutenants. It took big ka- 
hunas to do what he did. 

Web guru Hunter George was instrumental in 
getting the word out about Lauren 8 project and 
rounding up contributors. Vic Britt’ tribute was 
inspired by a comment on his form about Gordon. 
Vic swears that last sentence means “a big heart.”

We grew Interesting 
Plants down in the woods behind Luther Hodges’ 
house and made homebrew in a plastic garbage 
bin. I got involved in the civil nights movement 

in Chapel Hill (see John Ehle’s The Free Men) 

and at Christmas my beloved (who was finishing 
her M.A. at Berkeley) came south/east and we 

got engaged in Raleigh and married the following 
Summer Solstice on her cousin’s estate in West- 
chester County. 


My big midlife earthquake was stumbling on 
Nicaragua. I went down in ’85 with an Episcopal 
priest friend of mine from New York City and fell 
in love with the Sandinista Revolution. [ ve written 
two books about Nicaraguan revolutionary poetry 
(look “em up on abebooks.com, or if you have to, 
amazon).

I always knew I would be a teacher. From the time 
I could spell “school” I said I was going to be a 
teacher. At Broughton I loved being a member of 
the Future Teachers of America. So, off to Duke I 
went to find the subject I wanted to teach. I chose 
to major in chemistry thinking that it would be a 
subject that would be interesting and diverse. What 
I found out after becoming a chemistry teacher was 
that I really loved to teach “kids.” That’s what I did 
for 38 years, 36 years in the same school. It was the 
most incredibly wonderful career. 


I did find that my real interest was not science 
(even thought I continued to teach chemistry as my 
day job), but leadership development. So I became 
a consultant and workshop director focusing on 
helping young people maximize their potential 

and become leaders for “good.” While doing that 

I directed a Leadership Training Center at Myrtle 
Beach, SC, for 10 years, providing leadership train- 
ing experiences for high school students from all 
over the country, working under the auspices of the 
National Association of Secondary School Princi- 
pals. I still today, nearly 20 after that site closed, 
hear from many adults who got their start with me 
at the camp. I also became the Executive Director 
of the Southern Association of Student Councils, a 


15-state regional organization that provides leader- 
ship experiences for high school and middle school 
students. I am still in that position after more than 
30 years on the job. 


Along the way I have been privileged to receive 

a number of recognitions for my contributions to 
students including STAR Teacher, DeKalb County 
‘Teacher of the Year, Frances Bounds Leadership 
Award in North Carolina, Earl Reum Workshop 
Director of the Year, Regional Warren Shull Advi- 
sor of the Year from the National Association of 
Student Councils, and many more. Frances Bounds 
was an early mentor of mine from Kannapolis who 
helped me become the educator I had always hoped 
to be. 


The second biggest part of my life has been sing- 
ing for more than 40 years with the Decatur Civic 
Chorus, a community chorus that provides concerts 
free for the community and raises funds for worthy 
causes. Through the DCC I have been on at least 
s1X international tours in more foreign countries 
than I can count, and an incredible number of 
singing experiences including Carnegie Hall and 
Kennedy Center. I have served as DCC President 
several times and coordinated several of its concert 
tours. This group is like a family to me and has 
been significant in my development as a musician 
and a community servant. 


Now that I am retired from teaching, I am working 
as president of my local unit of the Georgia Retired 
Educators Association and as Clerk of Session for 
my church, Oakhurst Presbyterian Church. I guess 
I really have become the “meeting queen” as so 
many of my frends call me.

Burley Mitchell’s Surprising Question 


In Carthage, Shenff Lane Carter recently urged that 
the county acquire a piece of surplus state property 
for expansion of Moore County’s overcrowded jail. 
In Raleigh on that same day, Burley Mitchell, former 
chief justice of the N.C. Supreme Court, tossed out a 
rather more dramatic and controversial idea. Point- 
ing out that we wouldn't need new jails or prisons if 
we would stop filling so many cells with people who 
need treatment, not punishment, for their drug ad- 
dictions, he asked an eye-opening question: “What 
if we decniminalized drugs?” 


Mitchell spoke at a panel discussion called “Getting 
Smart on Crime: Facing North Carolina’s Prison 
Crisis.” Another panelist, Marc Mauer of the Sen- 
tencing Project, noted that prison populations have 
been soaring since the 1970s. He pointed out that 
more than half the federal prisoners at any given 
time are there for drug offenses and that the United 
States recently surpassed Russia as the world leader 
in the numbers of people it locks up. 


Losing the War? 

“God, what could we do with the money we spend 
on sending people to jail?” Mitchell asked. Calling 
the “war on drugs” in North Carolina and across the 
nation “a total failure,” Mitchell said that legalizing 
drugs would slash the amount of tax money spent 
on police and courts and would spare counties like 
Moore the huge expense of building ever-bigger 
jails to house those who commit essentially victim- 
less drug-use crimes.

Decriminalization, Mitchell said, would free vast 
amounts of money to apply to more construc- 
tive programs to help people kick their addictions 
— and on a global front, eliminating drug profits 
would also knock the props out from under the 
international narcotics cartels. 


Mitchell wasn’t making a concrete proposal. He 
was posing a hypothetical question in keeping with 
the freewheeling spirit of the forum’s sponsor, 
N.C. Policy Watch, an organization that seeks to 
change the way government officials look at basic 
policy issues. But the former chief justice deserves 
points for his boldness, if nothing else, for asking 
how long we can keep going down this same road. 
Though few of us are quite ready to endorse a total 
repeal of our prohibitions on illegal substances, 
Mitchell is not alone in wondering at what point 
our drug “cures” become worse than the disease.

Bob and Betty Barnes became friends of our family 
in the mid 40s when my dad was one of his profes- 
sors at Miami U in Ohio, and that friendship has 
been cemented ever since. We left Ohio in 1948 
and landed in Raleigh in ‘49 or “50 when Pop be- 
came the first State Supervisor of Music in North 
Carolina. In 1950, Pop learned that the band direc- 
tor job was becoming vacant at Broughton. At that 
time, the band met in an old wooden building be- 
hind the school. The building was dismal, and the 
band was dismal. The band had serious difficulties 
in contests. 


Anyone who has ever worked or played under Bob 
knows that he is a master at working with people 
and getting the most from them. (I always looked 
forward to being around him in hopes that some of 
his charisma would rub off on me, and it never did!) 
He took the challenge. He didn’t go to the contest 
that first year, but worked on his students’ musician- 
ship and all that involves. 


He developed, and copyrighted, a progressively dif- 
ficult step program, 33 Steps To Musicianship, that 
his students would SLAVE over. We would play 
each step for him and if it wasn’t just nght, we then 
got to practice it until it was right, then we got our 
pin and could move on to the next step. In 1954, 
he took our band to the contest in Grade 5 (Grade 

6 being the highest) and received a Superior rat- 
ing. Then, in 1955 (my first year in the symphonic 
band), we competed in Grade 6. Only two other 
bands were in Grade 6. 


We performed just before the supper break and 
when we finished, everyone stood up, and we 
thought they were hungry. There were three judges. 
It was the first time that a first time Grade 6 band 
got a Superior rating, the first time that all three 








judges gave Superiors, and the first time that the 
judges gave a standing ovation! One judge wrote in 
his comments, “We should have paid to hear your 
performance insted of being paid to judge you,” or 
something like that. We were proud and ecstatic!!! 


Well, Pop learned that the State College Band di- 
rector’s job was available and sent Bob over there. 
There was no music department, just a few guys 
who liked to play. Bob got the powers-that-be to 
create a music department with one credit hour for 
playing in the band. He then went through the ap- 
plications of every student to find people who had 
music backgrounds but decided to become en- 
gineers instead. He contacted each of them, the 
State College Symphonic Band was started, and it 
became the best marching band in its conference. 
The NCSU music department now has its own state- 
of-the-art music program and building. 


I was in the Army while all this was going on and 
very excited about coming home and playing again 
under Daddy Barnes (as we called him behind his 
back), but noooo0o0, he took a leave of absence 

to go to Ohio State and get his Ph.D and never re- 
turned. The main man up there knew what he had 
and made a job for Bob as assistant to the president. 
One of his many responsibilities was to create a sat- 
ellite community college, which he did, and it was 
accredited in two years instead of the usual six. So 
he built a second one with the same results. After 
he made his mark there, he de- 
cided to retire after 30 years in 
the education business. 


BUT! An old friend of his 
owned a failing trucking compa- 
ny in Ohio, and he insisted that 
Bob take over and fix it. And he 
did! All is well and profitable. 
He 1s retired now and loves 
brass bands and incredibly tal- 
ented young musicians.

, gt seems as if it's been since the 
—béginning of my life that my daddy 
and Joe have been friends, and when 
] stop and actually think about the 
years, dates, and events. . . J realize 
that it is almost true. (Oh my gosh, it 
has been 50-plus years!) 

My first real memory of their rela- 
tionship is of my dad sitting in his car 
in our driveway early in the morning, 
often before the sun would come up. 
His horn would blow, and through 
the trees ] could see Joe come trotting 
down his back steps to ride with 
Daddy. Later that day, most likely 
after the sun had gone down, they 
would drive back up our drive togeth- 
er. Joe would hop out, saying over his 
shoulder, “See you in the morning, 
Holy!” My dad, offering back, “Have 
a good evening, Holli.” 

In our daily lives, the families of 
these cwo men played together, rode 
the school bus together, planned 
meals together, etc. We lived just 
next door, across the kudzu, split rail 
fence, and Mama's wonderful world- 
conquering bamboo. My dad and Joe 
had purchased this “land” from a Mr. 
Phelps a few years before. This 
“Jand” was on a dirt road, located in 
the valley below the home of Kidd 
Brewer. A “prime piece of land” my 
daddy assured us, often. He was 
always a dreamer . . . always hopeful. 

This “prime piece of land” was located on 
Edwards Mill Road, just across the field from 
Hwy 70. Believe me, there was nothing else 
there but this prime piece of Jand and us. 
Daddy had searched out this piece of land after 
“years” of prospecting. Joe trusted his research. 

We had horses, dogs, cats, and children. Our 
family moved out there a few years before Joe’s. 
My daddy needed to build a house quickly to 
make a “home” for his parents. Joe continued to 
live in the Village, until his family was ready to 
moye, Soon we were all together. Along with 
the Raymond family, a small enclave on a lone- 
some dirt road . . . living a great life, seemingly 
then many miles from Raleigh, 

My dad and Joe had begun working togeth- 
er at Broughton, as assistant coach and Dean

of Boys, respectively many years before. They 
rode together and worked together . . . for 
years. When it snowed, they were the ones to 
drive the streets of Raleigh together to see if it 
was safe for the buses and if we should have 
school. They spent their entire summer of 
their “11-month job” putting the kids into 
classes. This consisted of wallpapering all of 
the black-topped science tables with index 
cards and setting the schedule for students by 
teacher, by hand—a twenty-four-hour-a-day 
job for days. No computers then! As a child, I 
used to run through their offices to say hello 
and still see them in my mind bending over 
those tables with those little white cards in 
their hands. I realized none of the pressures or 
deadlines at my age. 


Sometime during the next years, 
Daddy went from Coach to Dean of 
Boys, and Assistant Principal. Joe 
moved from Dean of Boys, Assistant 
Principal to Principal. Their lives 
were Broughton . . . our families’ 
lives were Broughton. I remember 
vividly the 
Umstead, a truly fun and family-ori- 


faculty picnics at 


ented event. ] remember the sporting 
events . . . football and basketball 
were the big ones then. Our family 
went to all and afterwards there were 
the coaches’ great get-togethers at 
someones home. We would all 
attend! 

During this time, I believe that 
“Daddy and Joe still rode together 
each day. Both families by then had 
two cars, but their schedules, their 
lives were the same... they kept on 
with their routine. 

Our families grew older. My brother 
and J were a lictle older than Joe’s chil- 
dren. We went on our life's way, grew up 
and started our own families. Soon Joe’s 
children followed. Daddy's and Joe’s 
careers remained in education, with Joe 
moving to Central Office and Daddy 
serving as Sanderson’ first principal, and 
then on to Central Office. I am assum- 





ing at some point they stopped riding 
together, but, alas, were still driving to 
the same location to work every day, just 
not down to Devereux Street. 

There is some sadness here just as in all 
families. Joe's loving wife, Jane, passed away 
after a lengthy illness, bravely fought. Daddy 
lost the love of his life, Dot, not too long after. 
Their losses were shared too, Were they des- 
tined to continue their “careers” together? 

Soon Raleigh encroached upon their “prime 
piece of land” (40 years in the making). 
Decisions had to be made, tough decisions. 
Yards too big, house maintenance too worri- 
some, and empty houses were becoming a prob- 
Jem. After much discussion and re-discussion, 
the “land” was sold and plans were made to 
move to the beach. This beach was our family’s 
respite, we had gone there since I was a lite

It seems to me that 
this is where their culinary stage began; Dad 
being a chicken and dumpling man with 
“plenty of pepper for seasoning” and Joe with 
a little more unique but absolutely delicious 
dishes. One would cook, the other would 
clean up. 

Identical homes were begun; homes they 
had designed. They would have the same floor 
plan, roof pitch, railing, lawn design, etc. The 
only differences were Joe’s preference for green 
and Daddy’s preference for beige color tones 
on the outside. I believe that Joe had also held 
out for different window pane features after 
much discussion. 

During a 6-month illness of Daddy, Joe 
and I continued to “build” Daddy’s home, 
with Joe as the on-site coordinator to ensure 
completeness and me as the go-between 
Raleigh and the beach bringing samples and 
informing of the different events / delays / cost 
differentials. We even chose the interior floor- 
ing, wallpaper, paints, etc., to the complete 
satisfaction of Daddy—a proud moment for 
Joe and I! 

Now on the inside of their identical homes, 
Joe has years of antique-hunting treasures. His 
home is lovely, with very special appointments 
and a wonderfully elegant, yet homey atmo- 
sphere. Daddy’s home is a collection of little 
things he and his Dot purchased, not quite all 
matching, but full of memories right down to 
the glass marks on the tabletops. 

But in both homes, as you look around, 
one can still see Broughton. There is a pen and 
ink by Jerry Miller, in both homes. There is a 
“fruit bowl” still life by a former Broughton 
student and a glorious green painting by Alice 
Ehrlich on Joe's wall. You will even see an old 
Latipac on the coffee table as you enter Dad's 
place. 

And if you visit. . 
pared to listen. Broughton will be the topic. 
Most likely you will hear of how “things” have

changed . . . mostly not for the best in the 
school system. You will hear of the “VW” on 
the second floor of Broughton that some rene- 
gades actually (truly!) deposited for a prank. It 
was left there over a weekend for Joe and 
Daddy to discover on a Monday morning. You 
will hear of Daddy and Joe shoveling coal in 
those early morning hours when the heat 
would not come on at Broughton. You'll hear 


of very few scandals, you'll hear of the dedi- 
cated teachers. A time when “skipping school” 
was the worst one could do and of how drop- 
ping the dress code caused most all of the 
problems that are in evidence today. The 
“kids” at Broughton are also mentioned over 
and over. A lot of those kids were quite ordi- 
nary and are talked of often. Hoping they 
made good . . . passing on a wonderful story 
of their defining moments. Then there are the 
“kids” who did well, the former mayors, the 
business owners, the educators, the coaches, 
and all those basketball players from the class 
of 51-52 that Daddy coached. You'll hear of

Daddy’s good luck routine involying not tak- 
ing off his underwear for three days during the 
4A basketball tournament—THEY WON, TOO! 

You'll hear, too, of the people gone from 
Raleigh. The folks who have passed on—Mrs. 
Peacock, Herr Watts, Mrs, Penny, Mrs. 
Cogdell, Mrs. Rinne, and many others. All 
heroes in their eyes. Of course, you will hear 
some tall tales also, mostly from my dad. Joe 
will back him up quietly with a sparkle in his 
eye. Just as a loving family member, he wont 
betray the story or the storyteller. 

So now after 50 years, they are still living 
side by side. Their families come. We visit 
across the balconies; we trade stories, stories of 
our children and our lives. We talk of when I 
baby-sat for Joe's kids, and we talk of when my 
daughter baby-sat for Joe’s grandchildren. Our 
lives have taken on that fast pace. We are rais- 
ing children. 

Before traveling became too difficult for 
my dad, the two of them tried to see the 
world. They have been on a cruise to the 
Bahamas, boated to Alaska, caravaned in Nova 
Scotia, and just last year jetted to Spain. They 
have met old war buddies in New Orleans, 
seen the Braves in spring training in Florida 
and in-season in Atlanta. They have been to 


St. Louis to see the Cardinals, and even seen a 
couple of NCAA Basketball Tournaments. 
The best part of the trips is always the plan- 
ning. This takes months, the roundtables 
between them, the negotiating, assuring the 
other that each will get to see “that” special site 
they desire so badly. 

Years later in the early morning hours, 
Daddy and Joe leave their homes together. 
The horn will blow, Daddy slowly, deliberate- 
ly walks down his steps. Joe is sitting in his car 
waiting for Daddy, now. It's best thar Daddy 
not drive anymore the doctor says. Off to 
breakfast they go. The topics of the day soon 
head in the direction of Broughton. One of 
them will ask a “trick” question and the better 
part of the day will be spent razzing each other 
over the right and wrong of the question and 
answer! They quiz each other on a particular 
student that did something unbelievable and 
try to remember their name. “They” are the 
breakfast entertainment most mornings. 

My dad is not as healthy as he once was and 
getting around is difficult for him. But Joe is 
always there. Coming from the beach to bring 
his special items. Remembering to have his 
lawn mowed, have his house cleaned, and to 
pass on to the locals the latest report on 
Daddy’s recovery. I always know Joe is waiting 
patiently for Daddy's return to the beach. 

And now, as I prepare my Broughton 
senior of the class of 2000 for graduation, | 
walk the campus of Broughton often. When I 
am visiting there is a little catch in my throat. 
The memories are overwhelming—two fami- 
lies intertwined throughout these halls, from 
generation to generation. When | am there I 
want to share with everyone I see what an 
impact this place has had on all our lives. I 
have even caught myself telling secretaries that 
their office was formerly my daddy’s. J tell of 
Joe’s planters hanging on the walls in “this” 
office, placed there by his wife. I browse 
through old Latipacs and see my dad’s picture 
with Joe, smiling—noticing my brother's and 
my pictures in the background, placed there 
by my Mom. 

] have written this for the Broughton 
Alumni Newsletter. It may not even be pub- 
lishable, for you see, I was not a student of 
Mrs. Peacock. In fact, I was quite an ordinary 
student. But I have been touched by the 
Broughton mystique . . . passed on through 
my dad and his friend, Joe. No truer friend- 
ship can there be born and nurtured through 
the life and love of Broughton High School. | 
cannot describe the feeling that overwhelms 
me in admiration and respect for these two 
gentle . . . men. %®

Favorites and Memories: Favorite teacher is a 
tough question, but Mrs. Kahdy and three years of 
German ranked high on the list. When she came 
back from her first trip to Bavaria, she told the class 
that the Bavarians and other Germans from the 
south of Germany spoke with a Southern accent. 
That was cool. I was Miss McDearman’s lab as- 
sistant and created some unplanned excitement the 
day I tried to make picric acid under the hood in the 
stockroom and ended up rushing out of the stock- 





room into her full classroom followed by a brown 
cloud of nitrogen dioxide that was too much for the 
hood to handle. Everyone had to be evacuated from 
the classroom. And then there was Miss Cannon. 

I learned a lot from her and have never stopped 
loving math. One of my high points at Broughton 
was becoming the NC High School Mathemat- 

ics champion in my junior year. Even though our 
math department did not teach calculus, I received 
grounding in algebra and geometry that helped me 
do well on those tests and win that award. 


I had Miss Freeman for chemistry and vividly 
remember the day Chip May burned a hole in one 
of the lab tables. He had the proper makings for 
thermite in a cone of filter paper with a pie pan 

and some sand beneath to catch the molten iron 
that would result from the demonstration. Unfortu- 
nately, the first part of the flood of hot molten metal 
brushed the sand aside, burned through the pie pan, 
and then ate its way into the top of the lab table. It 
was a spectacular demo. 


Band was a big part of my experience. I battled with 
Ray Winton over first chair clarinet, and we had 
some very competitive duets in the practice rooms 
after school. Jerry Price and I were twin drum ma- 
jors, and there are a lot of memories of away trips. 
A lot of cuddling occurred on those trips. Then there 
was the tume before a game in a restaurant in Golds- 
boro or Rocky Mount when Mike Wise innocently 
asked the waitress what “Rocky Mountain oysters” 
were, and we were asked to leave the restaurant 
because she thought he was putting her on, even 
though they were on the menu. 


I fell into track when I found out in phys ed that I 
could jump higher than almost anyone else. That led 
to lettering in track and a tie for a medal in one state 
competition. Watching what later athletes did with 
their oddball styles has always made me wonder 
whether I could have won the state championship if 
I had practiced more and developed a better style. 


What I’ve learned /Philosopy: 

a) There is no such thing as a free lunch. 

b) If it sounds too good to be true, it probably isn’t. 
c) You should always treat everyone with respect — 
there’s no excuse ever for tearing down someone 
else’s self image or causing them to lose face. 


In the 60s, I...was in school at MIT. I worked as 

a design engineer on the Polaris program, later on 
anti-submarine warfare for the Navy, nuclear test 
detection under a DOD program at Lincoln Labs. 
Those jobs and being a student and teacher kept me 
out of Vietnam, and I didn’t really have time to be a 
flower child.

“We are especially happy 
about this,” said Holliday, “in 
the light of popular accusations 
directed toward education to- 
day.” 

Holliday has not allowed his 
school fo slip with the declining 
national standards. He stresses 
hard work on the part of his 
students. 

“We still believe in academ- 
ics. We have never gotten away 
from the fact that we must be 
heve in it. At the present time,” 
Holliday continued, “‘there is a 
need for academic education— 
more than ever before.” 

Holliday said there was a good 


distribution in the stipends to 
students of both arts and sci- 
ences with perhaps a degree 
more of the students going into 
the sciences.

“This is a terrifically high 
percentage compared with the 
national average,” Holliday said. 

Holliday said the curriculum 
at Broughton is designed for the 
furtherance of education in gen- 
eral. 

“Our set up,’”’ he said, ‘is de- 
signed to provide for students 
with any educational needs, but 
we are especially well equipped 
for college preparation.” 

The record made this year by 
the faculty and students speaks 
well for Hoiliday’s design.
